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PREFACE 


This volume is sent forth in the hope of assisting public readers, 
dramatic teachers and librarians Its list of references should help 
in choosing a selection suitable for an occasion or for an audience. 
But it should be even more helpful m tracing a selection whose title 
is forgotten. 

In order to keep this volume down to moderate proportions, the 
books indexed have been limited to twenty-five published in the years 
1915-1924. Many excellent collections have been examined and 
those chosen which would give all types of readings, with a large 
proportion patriotic and another large group of monologs, the most 
popular of platform readings to-day. 

The method of indexing seeks to make all selections in the twenty- 
five volumes available m as many ways as possible. Each is entered 
by author; by title; by as many subjects as appropriate; by type 
of selection, as pathos, dialect or monolog ; and by occasion, as New 
Years’, Thanksgiving or Armistice day. Cross references have been 
added in moderation. 

The full reference to author, book and page is given with each 
entry in order to save the user’s time. 

' The second section of the book is devoted to an index of the first 
lines of all poems in the twenty-five books of selections. Combined 
with this are refrain lines, which, as a rale, are as valuable as first 
lines. 

With both first line and refrain line, the artide has been omitted 
in the same way that it is omitted for title entries. As a first line 
is sometimes longer than the first sentence, or the other extreme, 
incomplete withont the second fine, strict adherence to the autfeorla 
division is not possible. 

Such a volume as this represents not only the time of the com- 
pilers but also the encouragement and advice of many friends, 
librarians and dramatic teachers who have kindly teeied out the 
plan end given helpful suggestions.
